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CROSSWIND 
AT THE TOP

Last month’s Florida Skip about the FCC, “View from the 
Top,’”’ sparked an outpouring. Readers reacted to the subject- 
matter — History, First Amendment, Politics, Part 97, Phone 
Patching, Missionaries, Information Bulletins and Our Present 
and Future — by expressing a hunger for more. 

One reader, a savvy criminal lawyer, voiced a certain 
cynacism. He had a good point. Because on October 18th when 
Florida Skip conducted its hour-long interview in Washington 
with the very respected Private Radio Bureau Chief Robert H. 
MCNamara and Personal Radio Branch Counsel Tom Fitz- 
Gibbon, the Commission was, unbeknownst to us, under fire from 
one of its own. 

Ervin S. Duggan blasted FCC policy-making as “‘a frustrating 
. . .top down, one option process of deliberation (and) . . . a faulty 
process in danger of producing a faulty product.” 

Critics in the amateur community charge that the FCC is 
violating the Fifth Amendment to the U.S. Constitution by 
exacting monetary forefeitures from hams for alleged infractions 
without granting them trial-like hearings. 

Duggan assailed the FCC process everything, saying that 
Chairman Alfred Sikes generally asks subordinates “‘. . . not for 
their substantive contributions but merely for their obedient 
pawprints on FCC Orders.’’ Upon completion of his October 11th 
speech before the FCC Bar Association, in which he made these 
remarks, Duggan was presented with a pawprint by the FCC 
General Counsel’s Office. 

Over 100 Commission decisions are already being challenged 
before federal appeals courts. And more are expected. 

-Who is this iconoclast anyway? The newest commissioner of 
five, Ervin S. Duggan was nomianted by President Bush to the 
FCC Democratic vacancy on January 24, 1990. He was confirmed 
unanimously by the U.S. Senate on February 28th to a term which 
will end on June 30, 1994. 

Of Duggan’s sharp commentary, Sikes said, “It was an in- 
teresting thought-provoking speech, and I look forward to con- 
tinuing to work cooperatively with Ervin and by colleagues.”’ 

As the liberal counterbalance to a conservative Commission, 
Duggan is sure to impact our future. For example, though 
regulator McNamara believes that political discussions and wide 
ranging information bulletins have no place on ham radio, 
Duggan is uniquely positioned to take an opposing view. 

FOr in his career before joining the FCC, he viewed 
Washington from several vantage points: from the press as a 
reporter for the Washington Post and as a National Editor of the 
Washington Magainze; from the White House as an assistant to 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, and from Capitol Hill as a special 
assistant to Senators Lloyd Bentsen of Texas and Adlai E. 
Stevenson III of Illinois. 

As the heretic at the top, Duggan gained broad experience in 
the workings of the Executive Branch of government during the 
1970s: in domestic policy as a Special Assistant to Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare Joseph A. Califano, Jr. and in

8.8.B. TRAFFIC NETS 
By Joe Scungio, N4KFU 
The SSB Nets were hopping as the Thanksgiving Holiday burst unto the scene. You 
could just see and feel the changes as you listened to the nets. 


I was at the Tampa Hamfest during the past month and at the Traffic Handlers 
Forum there was quite a bit of discussion regarding the number of messages with in- 
correct message check counts. Additionally, old N4KFU’s old buddy WA4PFK, was 
complimenting me again regarding my traffic handling abilities and as usual had a few 
suggestions. 

He suggested (Heh! Heh!) that I be careful when listing my out-of-state traffic and 
noted that the various nets sometimes list traffic differently. For example: 

1. On FPTN messages for the Eastern Seaboard (First, Second, Third, Eighth 

and Eleventh Regions) and/or Fourth Region (Virginia, North Carolina, South 

Carolina, Georgia and Florida states) are routed through a mid-day represen- 

tative and may be listed as Eastern. Any traffic west of these regions is listed as 

Fifth Region. 

2. On TPTN all out-of-state traffic is usually routed through the FMSN Cable 
Wireless Net. Therefore, traffic for Eastern and/or Fourth/Fifth-area Regions 
can be listed simply as out-of-state. 

3. On FMTN things are a little different. Here you list out-of-state traffic for 
Region Four as Fourth Region, and traffic for the First, Second, Third, Eighth 
and Eleventh (Eastern Canada) Regions are listed as Eastern and all other out- 
of-state traffic west of these regions are listed as RN5. 

4. For the FAST Net early session you can list traffic as out-of-state because it 
usually goes to the QFN Cable Wireless Net. For the late session you can list as 
Fourth/RN5 or Eastern, whichever it is as it could go to FPTN the next morning 
or one of the other representatives, depending on who checks in. 

Then Dick said, ‘‘for cable wireless nets it can vary’’ so I told him, ‘“‘tell me the rest 
of the story later. ” Wow! 

At the Tampa Hamfest, Bill, K4ZK, pointed out the large number of messages 
coming through with incorrect check digits. He mentioned that he received about eight 
messages one evening and all but one had incorrect message checks. 

He as well as other traffic handlers rightly pointed out that we must verify the count 
before we QSL because once we do we are responsible for its accuracy. I know we ex- 
pect the originator to give it a correct check amount, but they sometimes don’t. Ad- 
ditionally, after relays it can sometimes get messed up. 

I hope everyone has a very merry Christmas and the best for the coming New ‘ac

FCC... 
OKAY’S NO-CODE AND — 
WAIVER FOR HANDICAPPED —

Amid fresh calls for open and robust debate from the newest 
FCC Commissioner, Democrat Ervin S. Duggan (please see 
cover story ‘‘Crosswind at the Top’’), the five Commissioners 
voted unanimously on December 18th in favor of a no-code 
technician license and a waiver on code for the handicapped. 

Private Radio Bureau Staffer Bill Cross explained to the 
Commission the two dockets upon which 1,100 comments were 
received: ‘90-356 exempts from the higher speed code exam 


persons who because of severe handicaps are incapable of 


passing those examinations. We would rely upon a physicians 
certification of disability to determine eligibility of an applicant. 
The second item, a report in order on docket number 90-55 
establishes a codeless amateur operator license class by 
eliminating the code requirement for technician operators 
license.”’ 

Commissioner Duggan expressed a sensitivity to the plight of 
the handicapped: ‘‘There was some fear in my office when this 
whole process began that we might be leaning over too far 
backwards to relax our standards and that in the process of trying 
to seem compassionate and responsive to the special needs of 
handicapped people, that we would in fact go too far and rob hand- 
icapped people of the pride they might otherwise have in being 
able to meet tough standards. I think in the process of reviewing 
this item, you have succeeded in removing that concern.’

HOW TO WORK WA4SIR AND 

‘NOT BOTHER PACKET 

By Burt Hicks, WB6MQV 
Since the amateur two-meterr band is very crowded in many 
locations worldwide and there is the potential of interference be- 
tween stations attempting to work WA4SIR on ‘‘Columbia’’ and 
those on the same or adjacent channels in terrestrial service, 
AMSAT strongly recommends the following operating practices, 

particularly for packet operators: 

1. Do not call WA4SIR until you actually copy packets 
(or his voice downlink) from him. Do not call when he is 
talking to someone else. Cease all transmissions at Loss of 

_ Signal (LOS). 

2. Use a directional antenna aimed at the space craft 
and away from any known packet node, DX cluster node or 
repeater using 144.95 MHz as an input or output in your 
area. 

3. Terrestrial activity in your area on 144.95 is likely to 
be vertically polarized. Use of horizontal polarization to 
call WA4SIR will reduce co-channel interference con- 
siderably; circular polarization can reduce it by up to 3db. 
Tnx AMSAT-NA.

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HEAVIEST ELEMENT DISCOVERED 
if . Submitted by Frank, WB4BBH 

The heaviest element known to science was recently discovered 
at the Lawrence Livermore National Laboratory. The element, 
tentatively named Administratium (Ad), has no protons or elec- 
trons, thus it has atomic number zero. 

It does, however, have one neutron, 75 associate neutrons and 
125 deputy neutrons. This gives it an atomic mass of 312. 

The 312 particles are held together in the nucleus by a force that 
involves the continuous exchange of meson-like particles called 
memos. 

Because it has no electrons, Administratium is inert. Never- 
theless, it can be detected chemically, because it seems to impede 
every reaction in which it takes part. 

According to Dr. M. Languor, one of the discoverers of the 
element, a very small amount of Administratium made one 


reaction, that normally takes less than a second, take more than | 


four days to go to completion. 

Administratium has a half-life of approximately three years. At 
the end of this time it does not actually decay. Instead, it undergoes

FRIENDS TO THE SOUTH SHUN B.0O.S.E.

George Kremkau, N5AUV, proprietor of Melbourne’s packet 
node and BBS, sang a song of praise for the new ROSE Node soft- 
ware, recently implemented on his station, at a meeting of South 
Brevard Packeteers held at the Red Cross Building, Wednesday, 
October 24th. Twenty-seven interested packet operators packed 
plently of questions for George, who probably simplified what 
appeared to be a complex problem for many. 

In a nutshell, one need only know the destination identification 
numerical and a little bit about connecting procedures; the soft- 
ware will then take over and do all the work for you. By all in- 
dications, operating nodes elsewhere in the United States, have 
shown good reliability, increased speed and reduced saturation of 
the node that often results in time-outs under the older and soon-to- 
be outdated systems. 

George pointed out the discouraging fact that most points south 
of Melbourne, have not converted to the new ROSE system and 
consequently, have become one of the remaining black holes in an 
otherwise nationally compatible system with a proven track-record 
of success. For reasons, mostly political and known only to the 
reluctant group of operators, our neighbors to the south are 
preventing one system from linking the entire country and even- 
tually the world. 

The ROSE system is used extensively in Europe and their ex- 
perience and technology surpasses that currently used in the 
United States. With the international implementation of the ROSE 
system, it is conceivable that one could connect to a packet station 
in Europe with the simple addition of a five-digit code added to the 
present six-digit code. Once the United States ROSE operators 
come up to speed with their systems, interfacing with the in- 
ternational system will be academic. 

At this point, I don’t fully understand why our fellow amateurs 
to the south are unwilling to subscribe to what appears to be a 
proven standard and jeopardize one of our more important links in 
the national chain. If the problem is rooted in politics, I believe 
‘ there are a bunch of individuals that better re-examine their goals 
and how they relate to amateur radio as a whole and nota part.

foreign policy as a member of the State Department’s Policy 
Planning Staff under Secretaries Cyrus R. Vance and Edmund 
Muskie. : 

His particular experience bodes well for ham radio at the 

upcoming World Administrative Radio Conference in 1992, where 
_ our spectrum will be placed under intense international scrutiny. 

A consummate communicator, Duggan established Ervin S. 
Duggan Associates, his own communications firm to serve large 
corporate clients, which he headed from 1981 until he took up his 
duties at the FCC in early 1990. 

Duggan has called for major reform of the FCC power 
structure. Some of the prohibitions he suggests changing are: 
permitting more than two commissioners to meet in private, 
restoring the independence of bureau chiefs, encouraging the 
FCC staff to present alternative solutions and requiring bureaus 
to work with all commissioners. 

When Florida Skip asked the FCC Media Office to arrange an 
interview with Commissioner Duggan, we too ran into headwinds. 
First we were told the Media Office arranges interviews only with 
Chief Sikes, that we’d have to contact Commissioner Duggan’s 
office on our own. Then News Media Chief Steve Svab stepped in, 
moving the obstacle aside and giving us full cooperation. Habits 
change slowly! 


Fellow hams, wherever you stand politically, be it on the right, 


left or in between, we should all welcome the pluralism Duggan 
brings to the Commission and to our service. 
Right now he’s putting interviews on hold while he immerses 


himself in the complex issues facing the Commission. His agenda ~ 


is brimming over. Florida Skip has a standing request for his first 
interview about ham radio, which we expect to bring you in the 
nearfuture. — 

In the meantime, something in his past hints at what we might 
expect. Duggan is author of ‘‘Against All Enemies,” published in 
hard-cover by Doubleday and Company and in paperback by 
Avon.

time. 

AEM3USA went on the air November 6th. During its first week 
of operation MARS operators handled more than 4,000 pieces of 
traffic. 

HZ1AB already had an elaborate station, established by local 
radio operators, many of whom work for the Saudi Arabian Oil 
Company, Saudi Aramco. During military preparation that took 
place after August 5th, when Iraq invaded Kuwait, HZ1AB’s 
antennas, including a full-size log-periodic, were destroyed. 

Present radio operations are taking place on several home- 
made dipoles. The station has two Kenwood 440s, one Kenwood 
amplifier and a packet radio set-up. 

A majority of the radio messages are relayed by packet from 
the United States-to Germany, from there to AEM3USA in Dhah- 
ran, and from there to mobile radio operators assigned to 
operations in the field. 

On November 5th, three months after the invasion of Kuwait, 
and with several hundred thousand troops participating in 
Operation Desert Shield, AEM3USA was up and operating. Soon 
thereafter, military radio operators contacted local amateur 
radio operators to obtain their assistance in operating the station 
and received immediate help. ; 

“The first civilian radio operator joined the operation a day 
later and the station is now manned by area amateur radio 
volunteers who operate the MARS Station before and after their 
regular working hours. 
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Claude Kelly, K4OGS (right) and Lou Goldberg WB2SSM 
are shown operating the 15 M. station of W4HAW at the 


Field day site of the West Palm Beach Radio Club. 


Prior to November, AEM3USA was operated by two military 
communications specialists. In mid-November, eight military 
communications specialists were assigned to man the station. 

AEM3USA is a gateway station, it handles a large percentage 
of the thousands of radio messages from families and loved ones 
living in the United States to troops in Saudi Arabia. At present, 
eight military personnel have been assigned to the station and 10 
amateur radio operators have volunteered to assist them from six 
to 10 hours a day, seven days a week. 

Messages received from the United States vary from updates 
on the welfare of family and friends at home, to requests for 
assistance. In addition, soldiers located hundreds of miles from 
civilization on the borders between Saudi Arabia and Kuwait and 
Iraq are able to receive messages from family and friends at 
home and then respond via radiogram which is transmitted via 
voice or RTTY from their post to Dhahran and then by packet 
radio to Germany and on to the United States. ae 

“When I was active in Army MARS in Florida I often won- . 
dered about the value of the drills and various procedures, now - 
they have paid off,’’ says Dave Kaiser, AL7HG, one of the 
AEM3USA volunteers. He said proper message-handling tech- 
niques and routines are being used with every message and since 
the Dhahran operation is a gateway for all messages coming to 
the area, his previous MARS training with Elmer (Andy, put in — 
his name and call) are invaluable. 

Most of the other volunteer radio operators manning the 
station have lived in Saudi Arabia for many years and lack 
previous MARS experience.
